The Collettioji 01 the National Tax.— 
The collectors appointed under the recent act 
ofCougreis, to collec t the national tax, are 

ukiag their arrangements and will soon com- 
mence o|*-ration< The Commissioner of 
Revenue at Washington has just issued the 
following important regulations, which are of 
vital interest to our business community: 

L All mechanics, . \,.;.t those a bo merely 
>k> repairs, must I* registered as manufac- 
turers, and must take out a license as such if 
tbeir annual sales amount to $1.ih>i. 

■1. But mechanics and other manufacturers 
who sell their own manufactures at the place 
where they are produced are not required to 
take ont an additional li.-ense as traders. This 
does not include rectifiers, who must par Iwth 
'■ceases, 

If manufacturers have an office, depot, 
tore-room, or agency, at a place different 
from Hie place where the goods are made, or 
if they tell the man u fact urea of others, in ad- 
dition to their own, they mast pay a traders 
11 as a manufacturers license. Thus, a 
onist who lioth makes cigars and keeps 
for sale goods in bis line which he has pur- 
hased, must takeout both licenses. So must 
» druggist, who also makes patent articles, or 
medicines, be., for which he has a private for- 
inola or receipt 

4. Persons keeping liar-rooms or saloons, 
for the sale of liquors, must take out a liquor 
dealer's license. If tbey also furnish food, 
they must in addition, take out an ealing- 
boase license; and the sale of cigars. *c., re- 
quires a tobacconist's or retail dealer s license 
besides. Billiard tables require a special li- 
cense, and lutgatelle tables are reckoned 11s 
billiards. 

5. Commission merchants who are also ship 
or .onimerria! brokers are required lo take 
out two licenses. 

6. Grocers selling flour l.v the barrel or 
It by the sack, or any other article in the 

original |iuckage, are reckoned as wholesale 
dealers. 

Stamps must be attached lo Ihe parcrs 
requiring them at the time of their execution, 
and must lie obliterated by the person writing 
his initials upon them."

DtsTRKsstxo ArrsiR— Death or Maj. (lis. 
William Nei.sox — We have never been called 
upon to record a more distressing affair than 
the sad termination of an unfortunate difficul- 
ty between Major General William Nelson 
and Hrig - Crneral Jefferson C. Davis, resulting 
in the death of the former, yesterday morn- 
ing, at the Gait House, about 8 o'clock. As the 
circumstances will undergo a leg il investiga- 
tion to-morrow morning before Judge John- 
son, we deem it judicious to make no referen.-i 
to them, for it is impossible to reconcile thi 
uianv < ontradictory versions we have received 
until they are sifted by Ihe proper authorities. 
We may mention, however, that General 
Nelson slap[ied Gen. Davis in the face, and 
then walked through the west door and 
into the passage leading to the Ladies' 
Reception room, and as he turned from there 
with the evident intention of going up stairs, 
he was confronted by Gen. Davis, who dis- 
charged a pistol when within eight or ten feel 
of him. Ihe shot taking effect in his right 
breast. Gen. Nelson reeled a little as he wa 
struck, but walked into the room next to Ihe 
|>arlor, where be was laid on a mattress on Ihe 
floor, and assistance sought for. All efforts 
were unavailing, and he died in fifteen min 
utes after receiving the ball. 

General NcLson from the first thought the 
wound «as a mortal one, and expressed 
lesire to have the Rev.' Mr. Tallwtt, of Cal- 
vary Church, summoned. This gentleman 
resides about three miles below the city, but 
was unable to get home on Sunday after scr- 
vi. e. and passed the night at the Gait House. 
He immediately obeyed the summons, as he 
was well acquainted with the General The 
reverend gentleman informs us that the dying 
man spoke no word concerning the lifficully, 
»d made no allusion to his temporal affHirs.but 
was exceedingly solicitous as to the salvation 
of his soul, and desired Mr. Talbott to perform 
the rite of baptism and receive him into the 
bosom of the church. After five minutes' 
conversation to ascertain his state of pre|«ired- 
ness. the clergyman assented to his wish and 
the solemn ordinance was administered with 
'inusual impressireness in the presence of Dr. 
Murray, the medical director, Maj. Gen. Crit- 
tenden, and a few other personal friends. 
When the service was concluded, he was calm 
and sank into his last sleep quietlv, with 
no apparent physical pain, but with some 
mental suffering. The last audible words 
that he uttered were a prayer for Ihe forgive- 
ness of his pins. That Hp|>c<il whs mmlv to 
Almighty God. Let then, bis fellow-mortals 
be proud of his many virtues, his lofty patriot- 
ism and undaunted courage while thev judge 
leniently of those faults, which, had they 
liern curbed, might have kaasj trained into 
virtues.

General Nelson.— We publish in another 
• olnmn of this morning's Journal the touch- 
ing and bcanliful Order of General Buell an- 
nouncing to the army and to the nation the 
death of (teneral Nelson. We shall not pre- 
sume to add anything to this noble estimate of 
General Nelson s military character. A word 
concerning his personal character, however, 
we may not unfitly add. 

Cu neral William Nelson waslnirnand reared 
in the county of Mason in this Commonwealth. 
He was at the time of his death alxjut forty 
years of age. With the part'ett'ars of his 
career licforc the dawn of this reliellion we 
are not acquainted, and the imrtirulars of his 
subsequent career the whole country knows 
by heart. We need not relate them here. 
General Nelson w is in very many resia'cls 
an extraordinary man. and. if he had lived 
throughout the stormy period in which his 
life has liecn quenched. Ire would have 
ranked undoubtedly among the most lon- 
picuous characteri of the time. His wide 
nd varied experience of life, his extensive 
nd exact information, his breadth and quick- 
njess of undcrstamling, his incorruptible patri- 
, his amazing energy, his jierfect self- 
id his absolute fearlessness moral 
and physical, combined with the rank mil 
|»sition he had already achieved in the army 
it him out as one lo whom in this era of 
y events destiny had reserved a great 
. We are |>ersuaded that nothing but 
death could have barred him from such a 
career. He was a strong niau both in intel- 
lect and in will. 

Nor was General Nelson amidst his cus- 
tomary roughness of look and of demeanor 
without Ihe softer gruccs of t huracter or the 
gentler tastes of refin.il life. He was pre- 
eminently a generous man. His heart was as 
open to the appeal of suffering as a woman's. 
He loved music passionately, and compre- 
iende.1 it like a master. Sitting w ith him in 
m but the other night, in a brief interval 
f business, we were surprised lo hear him 
histle with evident appreciation an air from 
T n i ,i!;rr. and still more surprised when he 
t« ceded to recount in a strain of enthusiasm 
he circumstances under which he first heard 
glorious opern at Naples, with the unut- 
terable delight it afforded him.

In reference to public houses and liquor 
dealers exclusively, it is defined thai in a tav 
era or public house where liquor is sold 
licenses must lie taken for each business, thi 
license for the tavern to lie according to the 
rental, and the license for liquor in all case 
of retail lo lie twenty dollars. By retail i 
understood anv quantity under three gilh.n- 
To sell above that quantity ia wholesale, and 
the license is one hundred dollars. Restau 
rants which furnish bedding, and which kee 
liquors, are required to obtain three lieenses- 
first a tavern license, secondly a license f. 
the liquor bar. of twenty dollars, and thirdl 
a license for Ibe eating liar, costing ten dof 
lars, wbea the receipts amount to or exceed 
one thousand dollars per year. Eating houses 
are permitted to keep confec tionery without 
an additional license. All dealers in liqnor 
by retail are required to pay a HnBBBj 
twenty dollars per year. Tbe penally for 
fusal or failure to take out license is a fin 
three times the amount ofduty or lax iniposn 
by the law, one-half of which goes to the 
informer. These taxes are, of course, in addi 
tion to it he State and city licenses now ii 
posed, and the accumulation of expenses w 
materially affect the smnller dealers, wh 
aliound in every part of the city. The prose- 
cution of delinquents is made imperative on 
the collectors, who hold the names and resi- 
dences of all dealers, so that escape from the

dent seizures, then the Times is "unable to 
see how the Northerners could with any 
sistency resist Ihe demand.'' Dick Turjun 
was a mere individual highwayman, and Jack 
Sheppeid u solitary thief; so the Old Bailey 
was "entitled to restrain" them in their voca- 
tion 1; but Charles de Moor and his Robbers, 
or the Forty Thieves, rise to the Confederate 
dignity, and the authorities of Heidi, burg or 
Bagdad could not with "any consistency re- 
sist their demands." 

The Times know, as much about our geogra- 
phy as it does of cur politics. It tells us wi- 
nced not trouble ourselves aliout the ' natural 
boundaries" and that a glance over Ihe history 
and map of Europe will teach us that inde- 
jirnilent nations require no impassable fron- 
tiers of hill or stream and that these barriers 
in fact are seldom taken or retained for the 
purposes in question. If, however, we have 
read that history aright, there lias hardly la-en 
n European war which was not occasioned 
Y this question of boundaries. France 
hi'.ks toward the Rhine and sighs; Russia 
glances toward the Bosphortis and the Golden 
Horn and bides her time; Austria pines for Ser- 
and every other continental )iower is long- 
to change its boundary. France continually 
fretting on this point in reference to Savoy 
and Nice and Coblcntz and Cologne, and 
Italy aspiring to push her boundary to the 
.Fnlinn and the Curnic Alps, are refutations ol 
the assertion of the Times. It asks "What 
the boundaries of the American States 
at present .'" and says: "Tbey are well enough 
defined, and what will do for a Stale in the 
Union will do for a State out of it. The Fed- 
erals may assure themselves that their nie- 
prelien.iotis ore groundless. Their old idea ol 
iui unlimited, unparalleled, and unapproach- 
able empire they would certainly have lo fore- 
go, but, as the extent of their territories, even 
after sulnli vision, would lie inconceivably be- 
yond the Kuro|««n scale, they need not expect 
to be ennsBBasl for room, or to be driven to war 
by intolerable etoMMH nl fellowship." All 
this nonsense vields to the irrepressible logic 
of fac ts. The Susquehanna river riset in New 
York, Hows through Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, forms the Chesapeake Bay in Virginia, 
and finds its outlet near Nurlolk, which latter 
place, therefore, controls the cuinrocTct of the 
Otsego Hills in the Empire State. Look, too, 
at the great valley of the Mississippi, Ohio, 
and Missouri, which embraces more than a score 
of States and Territories, aU dependent upon 
New Orleans as the guard-house of their com- 
mon outlet. It is impossible for this nation 
to lie dissevered— phytiupMy impossible. G.al

Details or tbe Fiobt at Aiolsta, Kv. — A 
.rrcspotident of ihe Cincinnati Gazette, wri- 
tiug from Augusta Ky.. on Saturday, says 
tbe place was attacked by a force of mounted 
rebels six hundred and forty strong, with two 
cannon, under command of a younger brother 
of Colonel John Morgan, at three o clock on 
Saturday afternoon. Their first attack was 
made by a |iortion of them on the steamboats 
Itrlf.ist and Florence Miller, with the intention 
pluring them, but although the boats 
were completely riddled with musket and rifle 
hots, they made their escape without anv 
|*rson lieing hurt. In the meantime Ihe rest 
f the force became engaged with the Cnion 
turce under Colonel Bradford, numbering one 
hundred and twenty men, the most of whom 
took refuge in Ihe houses, and fired from Ihe 
windows with deadly effect on the rebels, 
killing and wounding ninety men. Amongst 
killed are three captains, one of them a 
younger brother of Morgan. This heavy loss 
xaspcrated the rebels so much that they set 
tire to every house they were fired upon from, 
•reading to other houses, burned down Iwo 
• uares of the town. The casualties to our 
s nine killed and fifteen wounded, though 
t is feared several citizens were consumed in the 
nrningbuildings. With the exception of a few 
that escaped, the rest of our force, with OA 
Bradford, were taken prisoners. They left the 
town about five o'clock, taking their prison- 
ers with them. A letter written on Sunday 
afternoon says a few of the prisoners have re- 
turned paroled. Tbey still hold Colonel Brad- 
ford. A portion of a force that left Maysville 
n Saturday night at 1J o clock (seven hun- 
Ire l -temp, under Col. Wilson 1. joined by .100 
Ripley via Dover, Ky.. arrived while the 
Victor lay at Angusta, and report they en- 
ntered the rebels on their retreat from Au- 
gusta to Gerranntown. They immediately at- 
tacked them, the rebels retreating, quickly de- 
enerating into a rout, then a panic, dropping 
throwing away everything that impeded 
their flight in the direction of Brooksville. 
It is hoped lhat when the fall Maysville com- 
mand returns they will have recaptured Col. 
Bradford and the rest of our men, with most 

of the rebels.

Irnt it is always a pence 
tiase-il on the concession of all they have de- 
manded. Their propositions therefore are sim- 
p'y ludicrous. In the rela-1 Congress the other 
day, Henry S. Foote offered a joint resolution 
to the effect that whereas the Confederate arms 
had b-en blessed with victory for some months 
past the reliels were justified in despatching a 
commissioner or commissioners to the govern- 
ment nt Washington Citv, empowered to pro- 
pose the terms of a just and honorable peace. 
We do not learn what disposition was made of 
this resolution, but we presume it met some of 
those "rjars of laughter'' that greeted Mr. Lin- 
coln's proclamation in April of List year, at 
Montgomery. It is not likely that the hot- 
heads w ho had just adopted a resolution for an 
ailva-ire into the "territory of the enemy," 
and who had not heard of the results which 
waited u|ion the enterprise of Lee and Jack- 
son, would readily set aliout Ihe arrangements 
of terms of peace. 

We already know the terms the rebels will 
|»ropose. They will demand disunion and di- 
vision. These they cannot have. The Govern- 
ment, the army,all political parties, are pledged 
to the maintenance of the Cnion unimpaired. 
They will accept nothing short of this. Snch 
11 peace must be conquered. It is folly to hope 
for a revival of confidence in Ihe South, or a 
return of esteem, unless these are brought 
aliout by force of arms. An officer, who has 
seen much service.recently remarked that both 
sides would continue to fight until they fought 
out into good nature. This result often occurs 
in less extensive combats. He saw already 
that the two armies had fought out into a posi- 
tion, where they had greater respect for each 
other. The belittling talk that prevailed on 
each side at the outbreak of the war has censed. 
The boast that one Southerner was good for 
live Northerners is heard no more. The feel- 
ing lhat the South had no perseverance, no en- 
durance and slim resources, that its valor was 
all in words, has lieen swept away, and juster 
ideas of the nature of the eonlroversv and of 
the men engaged prevail. The armies have 
learned to respect each other, and after these 
raanv hard fought and hotly contested fields, 
all of each side must admit that men capable 
of such fighting should not be foes, and that 
united and indivisible they could maintain the 
honor of the old flag and the integrity of 
America against whatever foes should assail 
tbem. 

We have said that a |ieace must lie conquer- 
ed. It may be so conquered either by physi 
cally overwhelming in the field — the display 
and use of large resources and more men— or 
by the overcoming of the prejudice and pas- 
sion w hich inaugurated the war and w hich 
thus far prevent any solution of our'diffieult 
ies. There is but one 1 ourse ojien and that is 
to go on resolutely, mid to prosecute this war 
with an energy and un activity which assume 
that it inn only terminate by the utter anni- 
hilation of the rebel army, and the destruction 
of all its resources. In Ihe progress of nccom 
plishing this wc may prepare to receive proiio 
sitions of peace. It will not do to nego- 
tiate with rebels in arms, and least of all 
while they deem themselves the strongest.

How to Deal wrru SriES.— The truth of 
the remark made by the Philadelphia Inquirer 
cannot be doubted, that there has been a won- 
derful degree of leniency shown by tbe Gov- 
ernment lo the spies and rebel agents that have 
swarmed like foal vermin all over the country 
ince this rebellion l*gan.

Tub RtsEt Raid t roN Cabrollt 
errs of the mailboHt Florence who arrive 
Cincinnati on Tuesday report that the n 
are again in jiossession of Carrollton, situ 
at the mouth of the Kentucky river, ha 
entered the town about 4 o clock Tuesday- 
morning. Tbe Florence, on arriving at dipt. 
Thomas Wright's farm, on the Indiana shore, 
one and a half miles below Carrollton, was 
hailed by Wright who informed Captain Ilil- 
dreth. of the Florence, that the rcl>cls were in 
CarroUton in strong force. 

After the l>oat ha<l proceeded to a point on 
the Indiana shore, half a mile liclow Carroll- 
ton. she landed, when her yawl, rontaininj* 
Mr. Hoskins, the clerk. Mr. Brooks, the mate, 
and Mr. Win Abbott, of the saloon, visited 
Carrollton. Tbe party were well treated by 
the rebels. Tbey found the citizens badly 
scared, many having fled to the opposite shore. 
They learned there was a force of one hundred 
mounted men in the town, under Capt. Henry 
Gilkner. of Hunter's Bottom. 

They had taken j>ossession of the Court- 
bouse, and had lowered the Union and were 
about hoisting the rebel flag. All tbe Union 
flags in town had been torn down. They bad 
arrested a number of ritiiens. including Mr. 
Jett. t'has. Emery, and Mr. Met .'lure, and were 
hunting for tbe Provost Marshal, Mr. Archer. 
They were reported twelve hundred strong — 
one regiment lieing one mile liack of loa n. 

They pretend to say they were only after 
those Union men, who, a few days since, 
•-aused the arrest of Dugan, Southgate. Itar- 
num, and other rebels. It wao supposed they 
would destroy the records in the Court-house, 
and all county. State, and government pro- 
perty. 

Skirmish os tbx Bardktown Tru.vrixt.— 
We learn from Dr. Mullin. who arrived from 
the advance of our army under Gen. Critten- 
den, on the Bardstown road, last night, that 
there was a sharp skirmish thirteen miles from 
the city, at five o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
A body of about five hundred reliel cavalry 
attacked a detachment of sixty of Col. Schuy- 
ler s Fourth Indiana (avalry, and the firing 
was brisk until our troops found themselves 
overpoweered.and fell back,tbe rtbels deeming 
it prudent not to pursue.

Pri- 
vate Butterfield received s serious wound in 
the thigh and hss s t*d fra< ture of the head. 
Tbe nuratier of • asnalties among the reliels is 
not known with lertainty. but many were 
wounded, as they were seen to fall into th" 
arms of their comrades.

Every day, dining srtsMl the reliels are |ier- 
initled to continue their present operations in 
Kintii'ky. is ■ pain prolnibly of | hundred 
thoii iiii l dollars to thi ni and b loss of two 
hundred thou-und to the luyal people of the 
State. From every quarter we receive direct 
information that they are sc. eeping the hind 
bnre of everything that they can send or cur- 
ry off. They leave nothing that they can use 
or that their armies or people in the South ran 
use. They are re-..l\ cd t lint Kentucky, if they 
must evacuate it. elmll lie left almost as desti- 
tute of the necessaries of life as an African 
desert Hundreds of drovers are daily driving 
off our horses and cattle and mMt, nnd almo-t 
interminable train? of wagons are hauling 
away our baron and jiork and all kinds of 
liread.-tuffs. Onr whole commuuity seem 
about to l>ei ome n community of paupers, 
whilst the neigliliorinp reliel Stales, so lately 
exhausted of their resources, expert to have 
an abundance for their armies through the 
hnlf or the whole of tbe winter. The geniu- 
of starvation that has been stalking primly 
among rebel armies and reliel citizens may 
haunt our own homes.

f^y To those who have complained of op- 
pressions and burdens under the Government 
of the I'nited States, we have oceusioaally 

ventured to suggest that they might as well 
look into the Southern Confederacy and de- 
cide for themselves whether they would lie 
likely to lie better or w orse off if the Confed- 
erate authority were extended over them. 
We hear a great deal said by rebels and reliel- 
UWmwmWH about the heavy taxation to 
which w e are all to lie subjected here by the 
lax law inmate 1 hjr (he last Congress. It is 
true that the taxes are to lie heavy, for the 
war-'fel'l is large, but we are very sure that 
none of tho^e, who .-peak of it w ith a view 
to di-|iarage our Covernment and to excite 
discontent iimont the jteople and thus to make 
capital for ta rebellion, have any idea of the 
more thin double, more than treble, tuorc 
than quadruple lax imjiox-d upon the Southern 
rela-ls by the tax law of the Southern Con- 
gress. Let them, if they have the couotge, 
look this matter squarely in the face and say 
what they think of its features. The follow- 
og is part of the first and principal section of 
the Southern "Revenue Bill:" 

That on the first day of January, 180.1, there 
shall lie levied and assessed on each person 
resident in the Confetti rate States, for the sup- 
port of the government and the defence of the 
country the following tax. to wit: One-fifth 
the value of all the wheat, corn, rice, rye, oats, 
potatoes, hemp, Hax, Jieas, lieans, barley, hay, 
wool, rosin, tar, pitch, turpentine, cotton, 
sugHr, molasses, and tobacco produced by him 
in those States during the previous calender 
year; also one-fifth of tbe value of the increase 
tor the pre. ediug calender year of the horses, 
asses, l ittle, sheep, and swine; and, also, one- 
fifth of the profits made in the preceding calen- 
dar yeat by the feeding ofswiue, sheep, cattle, 
or mules; also, one-fifth of each i«?rson s yearly- 
income for the pri-ccding calendar year, from 
all sources whatsoever, except from the sources 
herein liefore described, and except from the 
interest on Confederate bonds, certificates, or 
Treasury notes. 

The U. 8. tax, as we have said, is heavy, 
but this Southern tax is enormous. It fa 
monstrous. There is probably nothing like it 
upon the records of any modern people, and, if 
any ancient [icople were visited with aught 
like it, the history of their oppression has 
not come down to us. Compared with it, the 
taxes impose 1 on the United States sre as 
light as floating gossamer.

Shci.byvii.le Kv aitatkic — We congratu- 
ite our friends of Shelby upon the evacuation 
f their town hy the reliels. About 10 o'clock 
on Wednesday night they received informa- 
tion of General Sill's advance upon Floyd's 
Fork, and immediately the entire force com- 
menced a precipitate retreat on the Frankfort 
road, and w ere all night engaged in removing 
their troops. There were about four thousand 
of them there under General Claiborne, with 
Preston Smith and Hull as Brigadiers. They 
bad been encamped on tbe Fair Grounds ex- 
actly oue week, and in their skedaddle they 
left behind giins,knapsacks, swords.and pistols 
Colonel Nixon, formerly editor of tbe New Or- 
leans Crescent, of whose whereabouts we 
affectionately inquired yesterday, acted in the 
capacity of Provost Marshal, but was among 
the very first to run, notwithstanding his 
braguing and threats to occupy the editorial 
chairofthe Louisville Journal. On Wednesday 
he ordered all tbe stores to lie opened, and 
compelled the business men to take Confeder- 
ate money, saying that Gen. Bragg had made 
it a legal tender! There was a brisk trade 
effected ; some of the dealers suffered to the 
junt of $500. The rebels did not higgle 
much aliont prices, but gave five dollars of 
their shinplastcrs for a pound nnd a hnlf of 
saleratus, worth aliout fifteen cents! They 
kept two mills grinding flour for them night 
and day, and paid the munificent price of seven 
lollars a barrel in Confederate scrip. Before 
the stores were ordered to lie opened, the run 
ning scoundrels wanted to buy some clothing 
from one of their sympathizers; so some of them 
said they would pay gold and silver, which 
induced him to open his back door for a trade, 
but they had no sooner obtained an entrance 
than a gang of them rushed in and compelled 
him to take their shinplaster trash. Ai 
they were leaving the, place the citizen 
tauntingly told them it was a shame to 
leave them to the tender mercies of 
"the Yaukees," but they replied that they 
would be back in a few datya to protect them 
Colonel Nixon, like an old stage horse who 
loves to hear the crack ot the whip, was ex 
trcmely solicitous to have some one come tt 
Louisville lo obtain the newspapers, but the 
cruel General commanding would not grant ■ 
pass through his lines to the proposed me 
ger. The Colonel was so nervous when he 
left that he forgot to leave the key of the office 
which he bad occupied, but took it awsy with 
bim. A reliel flag was flying over the court- 
house, but after the exit of his army. General 
Claiborne came lark with his staff and liody 
guard, took it down nnd bore tbe precious 
thing away. Generally s|ieaking they be- 
haved very well during their stay and offered 
■no private indignities to the citizens, but still 
it is a great relief to the good town to lie once 
more under the protection of the old flag and 
the soldiers of the Union.

The advance of General Sill's division, in-

Their 
pickets were engaged by a squadron of Indi- I 
ana cavalry and driven back upon the main 
laxly, where they were held in check until 
the infantry came up. Detachments of the 
Uth Illinois and 77th Pennsylvania were 
thrown forward as skirmishers, and drove 
tbem from their position. No sooner had the 
firing commenced than Col. Kirk, who has just 
sufficiently recovered from his wound received 
at Shiloh to take the field, da-hed forward 
like a lion eager to meet his prey, constantly 
w ith. or in advance of the skirmishers, direct- 
all the movements and ever ready to take 
alvantage of every position. After driving 
them about three miles and being unable to 
over-take the flying chivalry, a section of Capt. 
Eagerton's battery was brought to bear upon 
tbem at a distance of about one thousand 
yards, and fully sustained its reputation as one 
of the best batteries in the service, which only 
accelerated the rebel movements toward "tbe 
last ditch." The cavalry then charged gal- 
lantly and drove them some two miles further, 
when, night coming on, the chose was 
abandoned and the troops went into camp. In 
the hurry of their retreat, the rebels left be- 
hind a large quantity of small ammunition. 
Our men are in tip-top spirits and ea^er to 
find some large body of the enemy willing to 
make a stand and hazard a battle.

Stamp Dctirs.— The Internal Revenue Bill 
went into effect on the 1st inst. and under iU 
provisions all instruments written or printed 
must hare adhesive stamps affixed, denoting 
the duty, under a penalty of fifty dollars 
the legal invalidation of the instruments is- 
sued without them. Agreement*, contracts, 
appraisements, bank checks, drafts or orders 
for sums over twenty dollars* bills of exchange, 
bills of ladiug, express receipts, bonds, certifi- 
cates of stock, maritime charters, legal con- 
veyances, telegraphic despatches, custom- 
house entries, policies of insurance, leases, 
manifests, mortgages, foreign passage tick- 
ets, powers of attorney, probates of wills, 
protests, warehouse receipts writs or other 
original processes to commence suits, all 
patent or proprietary medicines, perfumery, 
cosmetics, and playing cart Is are included in 
the objects subject to stamp. Each article has 
its own peculiar stamp, which cannot be used 
for any other article. There is consequently 
great variety of their denominations. The 
Bank Note Reporter says a ten and a twenty- 
•ent stamp will answer in lieu of a thirty-cent 
tamp, and three five-cent stamps will answer 
lieu of a fifteen-cent stamp, Ac, Ac, pro- 
vided the stamps are of the appropriate kind 
for the instrument. Stamps must be cancelled 
when used, by writing thereon the initial* of 
the name of the person, firm, or institution 
using them. The absence of the appropriate 
stamp or stamps imposes a penalty of |j0 on

One of them, named Bishop, came in 
aod delivered himself up to the first Provost 
Marshal, saying that he had lieen deceived and 
drawn into the rebel service by fraudulent re- 
presentations. He was brought to this city 
and held in the military prison. These events

Every village in the 
I'nited States must have its retailer or vender 
of stamps. The Government will not estab- 
lish agencies anywhere. Tbe 
of Internal Revenue will supply any 
at bis discretion with stam| 
per. 

The provisions of this act are important and 
hould I* thoroughly understood by every- 
liody. By a section of the act increasing tem- 
porarily the duties on imports, approved July 
U, li*'.2, it was so amended that no instru- 
ment, document, or paper made, signed, or is- 
sued prior to January I, 18»i.l, without being 
duly stamped to denote the duty imposed 
thereon, shall, for that cause, lie deemed in- 
valid aud of no effect, provided that no such 
instmment shall be admitted or used as evi- 
dence in any court until it shall have been 
duly stampeil, nor until tbe holder shall have 
proved to the satisfaction of the court that he 
has paid to the i-olleetor of the district the sum 
of five dollars for the use of Government 
Thus, though the stamps for legal and business 
documents are not required until the beginning 
of the new year, the law is now in full opera- 
tion in all other respects. During tbe next 
three months every business man should ob- 
tain n copy of this law and make himself per- 
fectly conversant with its provisions.

The severe policy 
is the best because it will soonest end th 
and save thousands of lives and millions of 
money. 

Ges. Gko. W. Morgam s Command.— We 
have the authority of the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial for the statement that General George W 
Morgan, of Cumberland Gap fame, was at 
West Liberty, Kentucky, on Friday last 
marching for the Ohio river, which he was 
eipected to reach on Wednesday. He brought 
off all his field guns. He left in the hospital 
five hundred men unable to travel, with med- 
ical stores and a small guard. These will of 
course be captured. There are several thou- 
sand East Tennesseeans in Morgan's command, 
a few hundred unarmed. The rebels thought 
the,- had Morgan in their power, but he mined 
the precipices overhanging the Gap, and shat- 
tered tbem with gun-powder so that they turn 
bled into tbe road, rendering it impassable. 
This was closing the door against direct pur- 
suit He then withdrew ut the rate of about 
twenty miles per day. The march was 
through a mountainous and unproductive 
country, over bad roads and no roads at all, 
and his troops must have suffered severely. 
The safety of Morgan's army improves the 
situation in Kentin ky.

pany of Vermont sharpshooters just recruited

After nearly one year and a half spent in a 
contest with an armed and gigantic rebellion 
against the Government of tbe I'nited State*, 
the dnty and purpose of the people of the loral 
States continue and must alwavs remain' as 
they were at its origin, name! v. to restore and 
perpetuate the authority ot this Govern- 
ment, and tbe life of tbe nation, no mat- 
ter wliat consequences are involved, is 
in our fidelity. Nevertheless, this work of 
restoring the Republic, preserving the institu- 
tions of democratic libertv, and justifying tbe 
hopes and toils of our fathers, shall not fail to 
be performed; and we pledge without hesita- 
tion, to tbe President of the I'nited States the 
most loyal and cordial support hereafter, as 
heretofore, in the exercise of tbe functions of 
hi* groat office.

Messengers with a like object, I was informed, 
nad been sent by Colonel Wilder to Bowling 
Green. I regarded the place as of great im- 
p.irtance to the Government and made every 
effort to save it. 
On Monday night, reinforcements, under 
mmand of Col. Owen, tioth Indiana, were 
received from Lebanon Junction, consisting of 
a part of the GOth Indiana (420 men), includ- 
ing one company tit of the 28th Kentucky. 
Lieut Cona way. which had been attached to 
it for duty; a" part of the «8th Indiana, Col. 
King (570 men), and *ix pieces of the 6th Ohio 
artillery (1W men), Capt. Conkle in com- 

On Tuesday, the K,th inst. aliout VA A. M., 
the advance of the enemy attacked our pick- 
ets on the south of our work*, and from the 
direction of Cave City. Hi* advance was 
sternly resisted by Companies A. B. and H, 
50th Indiana, and part or Company K, 78th 
Indian*, under Major Wells, who, a* well as 
tbe offi.ers and men under him in this little 
skirmiah. displayed great coolness and courage. 
Tbev held the enemy'* advancing column at 
Iny for over an hour, and were only pressed 
lavk by overwhelming numhrr*. the object 
evidently was to avoid the field work on our 
left, known as Fort Craig, from which he had 
been so fatally repulsed on Sunday, and. tinder 
tbe cover of the wood*, to approach and carry 
by storm tbe breastwork* on our right. But 
the promptness and energy with which he was 
met seemed to deter him" from the attempt. 
Before 11 A. M. the engagement had become 
general along our south line, the heavy pres- 
sure being upon tbe west or right. The men 
were cool and eager for the expected assault. 
The 6 re wa* rapid and continuous on the part 
of the enemy, wbo kept himself under cover 
of tbe wood*. 

Between 2 snd 3 it alackened. and by 3 it had 
almost ceased, snd. supposing the enemy had 
withdrawn from the wooda-hich fronted our 
entire south line, and, being anxious to occupy 
the farther edge of it that I might tie advised 
of. and check a renewed attack, company A, 
50th Indiana, Capt. Barrell, was thrown out as 
skirmishers, to feel through it They soon be- 
came hotly engaged with the enemy, who at- 
tempted lb turn their left flank. ' I immedi- 
ately ordered Capt Carotber*,with company G, 
of the same regimentto his support. The order 
was promptly obeyed and the company gal- 
lantly deployed under a galling fire. ' This 
was a la-illiant little affair. In it Lieut. Bur- 
ton, of company G, fell severely wounded no- 
bly doing his duty. Finding that tbe enemy 
still occupied tbe woods in force, our men were 
withdrawn under a fire from the works. I 
should also mention that company A, 00th In- 
diana, was thrown out as ikirmisher* upon 
the left early in the engagement, and th« r; re- 
mained for sotn" time, doing excellent service 
with a loss of one man wounded. By t : ._- 
the firing on both sides bad nearly ceased, 
there lieing only an occasional shot from 
guns as opportunity offered to prevent the 
planting of batteries by the enemy. Between 
5 and «> o'clock a flag of truce from the enemy 
was seen approaching. I seat Col. Wil- 
der to receive it. It covered a note from 
General Bragg, commanding the enemy's 
forces, asserting that we were nurrounded by 
an overwhelming force, all bope of reinforce- 
ments cut off, and demanding a surrender to 
save the loss of human life which must result 
from carrying the works by storm. I prompt- 
ly and peremptorily declined, hut when Col. 
vl'ilder returned, after ths delivery of my 
reply, and informed me that so far as he had 
been able to oliserve the force aigainst us 
truly overwhelming, and especially in artille- 
ry, and our situation critical, and being only a 
senior officer of equal rank with several others 
in tbe works, gome of whom bad had greater 
experience, I. at his suggestion, deemed it my 
duty to call a council of war of those officers. 
I desired also to gain time in hopes of relief 
from this place or from Rowling Green. I 
I therefore sent a note to ton. Bragg asking a 
further suspension of hostilities to give me 
time for such consultation. He consented to 
such suspension until 0 o'clock P. M. This 
was a point gained, as by tbat time it would 
be too late for further attack except l>y assault, 
which 1 felt able to repel. 

By tbis time I had got telegraphic commu- 
nication with Louisville, and immediately 
telegraphed General GillM>rt in sutistance that 
we had held tbe enemy, aaid to lie Bragg * and 
Polk * whole army, at bay all day; that evi- 
dently fresh column* were being moved against 
ns, aiid whether we should be able to continue 
to hold our position without assistance re- 
mained to be seen; that we should do the best 
we could. I received an answer ordering me 
to turn the command over to Colonel Wilder. 
I replied that under the circumstances I re- 
garded the order as unjust, but should obey it. 
In the meantime the conncil had la*en con- 
vened, consisting of Colonels Owen, Wilder, 
King, Emerson, and Murray, Captain Conkle. 
and myself. The unanimons conclusion was 
that if thev had the force claimed, viz: over 
25.000 men and siztv pieces of artillery l>esides 
cavalry, it would be a useless sacrifice of 
human life to resist, and especially as by their 
artillery they could in spite of us occupy the 
heights north of the river, which coropletelv 
covered our work*. But it was also unani- 
mously resolved that we should be permitted 
by some competent officer or officers to have 
actual observation of their strength or that art 
should demonstrate it by actual trial of arms. 
At the conclusion of the council I formally 
relinquished tbe command to Colonel Wilder 
who has reported the further proceedings. I 
at once telegraphed General Gilbert in sul>- 
*tanee that I had so relinquished the com- 
mand, and tliat 1 should take my musket and 
go into tbe trenches that as a senior under the 
circumstances I would not as an officer fight 
under a junior. 

I was immediately ordered by him to report 
to Col. Wilder under arrest, which I did. It 
is but just that I should add that I did not 
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it was simply evidence that I saw our peril 
and was not afraid to look it tn tbe luce. To 
that authority I shall also appeal for the just- 
ness of my arrest. Of the coolness and deter- 
mined bravery of the men I cannot speak 
too highly, t »f officers, when all did their duty 
well, especial praise seems almost out of place; 
yet some, of course, had ladler opportunities 
than others to display tact coolness, andeour- 
•A* . 

Justice require* me to acknowledge my ob- 
ligations to Lieut Col. Edward King, o'f the 
Mi regulars, but now Colonel of the 08th In- 
diana volunteers. He hail position about 
midway of the south line of the works west 
of the railroad. Six companies of hi* regi- 
ment were held as a sup|a>rt in a hollow near 
ky, the assault lieing antieipaledjn that direc- 
tion. His ex|N?rience, ( iHilness. and close ob- 
servation, even when shell and musket lialls 
Hew thick and fast, acre invaluable, and can- 
not Ik' too favorably mentioned. 

Col. Owen was in command of the field 
works on the left ( Fort Craig I, with discretion- 
ary authority. I need scarcely say that it was 
■ Iru-t worthily confided. 

I should also mention the excellent conduct 
of Adjutant Jno. R. Simpson, of the 5oth In- 
diana, and Lieut Pomiwlla, of the lGth Ken- 
tucky, who acted as mv aid*. On Sunday 
they boldly rcronnoitere.r the woods along our 
march to guard us against surprise. On Tue*- 
d iy they did their duty with a quiet fearless- 
ncs. that deserves favor.ihle notice. 

Our loss was I officer, Lieut. Burton, and • 
private* wounded; one private mortally, an I 
l.t Burton dangerously, a musket ball latssing 
through laith legs, and shattering the bone of 
one. The enemy's loss was over one hundred 
— said to he one hundred and five. 

The forces tinder my command during this 
affair were those mentioned by Col. Wilder in 
his report, and the reinforcements thereto 
hereinbefore noticed. I am respectfully

Stattt, That the pro. Initiation of Abraham 
Lincoln. President of the I'nited States <,t 
America, issued at the City of Washington in 
the year lHt'.i, wherein he declares that on the 
1st day of January, IM, all persons held a* 
-lave, within anv State, or designated parts of 
a State, whereof the people shall lie in rebellion 
against the I'nited States shall be henceforth 
nd forever free i* leveled against the citizens 
<<f the ( 'oiifederate States.and m .such is a gross 
iolation of the usages of civilized warfare, an 
outrage on the right* of private property, and 
an invitation to an atrocmns and servile war, 
and therefore should lie held up to the execra- 
tion of mankind, and counteracted by such se- 
vere retaliatory measures as in the judgment 
of the President may be laest calculated to se- 
cure ill withdrawal or arrest its execution. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, moved that the reso- 
lution lie referred to the Committee on F'oreign 
Affairs. He was in favor of declaring every 
itizrn of the Southern Confederacy a soldier, 
authorized to put to death every man caught 
iqion our soil in arms against the Govern- 
ment 

Mr. Simms, of Louisiana, said the resolution 
had not been drawn without reflection. The 
question of retaliation was exclusively an ei- 
utive one, to be regulated by circumstances; 
but it was proper that the legislative depart- 
ment of the Government should express its 
approval of the retaliation contemplated by the 
resolution. 

Mr. Heurv, of Tennessee, said the resolution 
lid not go far enough. He favored th 
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if a law providing that upon any attempt 
lieing made to execute the proclamation of 
Abraham Lincoln, we immediately hoist tbe 
black flag, and proclaim a war of exhruii- 
nation against all invaders of our soil. 

Mr. Phelan, of Mississippi, said he had al- 
ways lieen in favor of conducting the war un- 
der tbe black flag. If that flag hail been 
raised at Manassas a year ago the war would 
be over now. 

Mr. Yancey, of Alabama, moved that the 
landing resolution, with the resolution sub- 
mitted by him some time since relat ire to re- 
taliation, Ac., la? referred to a select committee 
of three, and lie made the special order for 
Wednesday. 

Mr. llurnett, of Kentucky, moved that nil 
of said resolution 1* referred to the Committee 
on th.- .ludici iry. Agreed to. 

Beauregard, on Sept 24, officially announced 
his aviiuiption of the command of the Depart- 
ment of South Carolina and Georgia. He 
s: In entering u|ain my duties, which may 
olve at an early day the defence of two of 
the most important cities in the Confederate 
States agninst the most formidable efforts of 
our powerful enemy, I shall only rely on the 
ardent patriotism, intelligence, and unconquer- 
able spirit of the officers and men under my 
command to sustain me. But, to maintain our 
posts with credit to our country and our own 
non >r, it is agreed that all should give implicit 
obedience to any orders emanating from su- 
periors in authority.

M. C. Garlier. Quartermaster General in 
Gen. George W. Morgan's division, telegra| lis 
the following to the Madison Courier: 

"The advance brigade of Gen. George W. 
Morgan's command, from Cumberland Cap, 
arrived at Greenupsburg, Kentucky, to-day 
(the 3d inst), after an exhausting' march of 
sixteen days— having the roads to make in 
many place*. The men are shoeless, bootless, 
and naked. For days they have lieen with- 
out rations, gathering their subsistence from 
the standing corn in the fields, which they 
grated to make bread, after the fatigues of the 
ilay. The men Iwre the hardships and priva- 
tions of the march with the greatest fortitude. 
They were marched and under arms twenty 
hours a day, skirmishing tbe woods on each 
side of the road, and repelling the attempts of 
the relwl cavalry in front and rear. 

"The enemy blockaded the way in every 
place suitable, and harassed the column as 
much as jiossible. 

"Our column is ten thousand strong, with 
a magnificent park of artillery, consisting of 
twenty-eight pieces, Eix of which are 20 
pounders, and four hundred wagons, all of 
which were brought off in safety. 

"The works at Cumtarland Gap were left 
in ruins.'' 

Portsmouth, Ohio, Oct. 4. 
John Morgan came to Carter county with 
a force of alwut ten thousand men. The 
Olive Hill Home Guards fought them all day. 
and killed almut twenty. The rebels burned 
thirty-five bouses, and then retreated to Lick- 
ing river. The rebel forces returned to Olive 
Hill last uigbt. I rame here for help, and five 
hundred men from the 117th Ohio go over. 

Washinotoh, Oct. 4. 
Colonel H. T. Sanders, 19th Wisconsin Vol- 
unteers, having marched with a detachment

trv~ It appear . by the despatches from 
Cairo, that a battle at the last accounts had 
been raging for many hours at Corinth and 
was still in progress. 

This battle at Corinth has been expected for 
some time. There is no doubt of its having 
b;-cn an important one. Ths stroug presump- 
tion is, that on the rebel side, it was fought by 
the combined forces of Generals Price, Breck- 
inridge, and Villipigue. We suppose that Gen. 
Grant'* forces fought it on the federal side, but, 
whether there had lai-en a junction lietween 
them and the forces of Gen. Rosccrans, we 
cannot even conjecture. If Grant's forces bad 
to stand the shock alone, the odds against 
them must have been fearful. Yet they were 
as fine tioops as ever took the field, and we 
earnestly trust, that, under whatever circum- 
stances they may have fought, they have been 
victorious. 

Yet where was Gen. Grant himself whilst 
his gallant and devoted troops were engaged 
in the great death struggle I The conflict had 
btien fully expected for days and weeks, but 
where was he when it came ' According to a 
St Loni* paper he was very recently on a visit 
to that city. He arrived there some day's after 
the recent battle between Rosccrans and 
Price, and, as hi* object was stated to be recrea- 
tion, it seem; scarcely probable that he was at 
Cjrinth to lead his forces in this last conflict. 
Still we hope be was. When the battle of 
Pittsburg Landing began, he was at Savan- 
nili. nine miles off, and we hope that, when 
tile Iwttle of Corinth occurred, he was not at 
St. Louis, several hundred miles off. 

ttjf" The Chicago Tribune and a lew other 
pa|H.-rs of the same stamp bitterly denounce us 
because we oppose the President s proclama- 
tion in regard to the emancipation of slaves 
in the rebel states. They suggest that it would 
probably lie well for us to join the secessionists 
at once. They talk like fools. They should 
know that the President himself, only a few 
weeks since, was against the policy of issuing 
such a proclamation as the one in question, 
and there is no doubt that he issued it at last 
with much reluctance. They should know 
too that some of the members of the Cabine 
are said on good authority to have been 
strongly opposed to its being issued. If it is 
fitting tbat we should join the secessionists, it 
is fitting that a portion of the Cabinet should 
join them, and it was fitting but a short time 
ago that the President should join them. And 
what is to be thought of Mr. Lincoln's present 
position if he retains in his Cabinet men whose 
appropriate place is among the secessionists? 

If these bitter and fanatical Northern or- 
gans had paid in times past a good deal moie 
resja-ct than they did to the earnest counsels 
and entreaties of the Louisville Journal and 
other papers better acquainted than them- 
selves with the tem|H?r and disposition of the 
whole country North and South, Ihis terrible 
war, however anxious the fiery spirits or the 
South might have been to bring it on. would 
have been avoided, and the rrpose and pros- 
perity of the nation have continued undis- 
turbed. Leaving out of view the utter un- 
lawfulness of the proclamation, the Union 
organs here can judge far better than Ihc Re- 
publican organs of the North of the probable 
effect of such a proclamation in the region where 
it is eipected and intended to have its chief 
effect and, if we believe tbat its effect must 
be bad, if we la-lieve that it is calculated to 
promote and advance and strengthen the re- 
liellion instead of tending to quell it, we cer- 
tainly do not by the expression of such a 
belief, make ourselves liable to any ju.'t 
charge of secession ism. There is not a paper 
or prominent |iolilician in Kentucky that does 
not deeply regret and deprecate the President * 
proclamation, though all may believe that it 
will be wholly inoperative so far as its objects 
are concerned, and that it was well intended. 

Northern fanatics should lie a.-hamed to 
charge or to insinuate secession ism against u . 
It is very easy and very safe and ]>ertuips vcrv 
profitable for them, situated as they are, to la- 
noisy Union men and to publish noisy Union 
newspapers — the only kind of papers of course 
tbat they dare to publish. We, to the best of 
our ability, have lieen Union champions where 
it c< st something in many ways to be so, and 
where it may cost a good deal more. Even 
now we have I price and a heavy one set upon 
our head, and there are tens of thousands of 
rebels, some of them right around us, who 
would rejoice in an opportunity of entitling 
themselves to the reward. 

It is not a paramount regard for slavery as 
such that has prompted our com inrnts upon the 
President's proclamation, it is a paramount 
regard for the Union, the Constitution, and the 
welfare and prosiarity of the whole country. 

OSf Some of the papers are tasking abou 
winter quarters for our armies, bnC the thought 
of winter quarters i«, at this time, ont of the 
question, and we trust will at no lime be in 
the question. What is needed is vigorous 
work, not hibernation. We want BfJ early 
trial of strength with the rebels, the earlier the 
better. And the main opposing forces are 
now so situated in relation to each other that 
we can force the struggle as soon as we please 
and make it decisive. The great necessity of 
the nation is peace, and we can win thai only 
by giving a *|a.-cdy and crushing blow to the 
rebel armies. 

As a contemporary says, the rebel* hope, 
that another winter spent in preparation on 
our part and in defence on theirs, will brin~ 
about a condition of affair* certain to result in 
their independence up to the l ine of the Poto- 
mac. This calculation is doomed to disap- 
pointment. The call forgix hundred thousand 
men meant a vigorous, immediate, over- 
whelming military demonstration. The 
purpose of the President in calling them 
out is the purpose of the whole country, and it 
cannot lie defeated or delayed. The full num- 
ber will lie furnished and it is hardly jiossible 
that more than fifty thousand of these will 
join the great army of parole* before all get in 
the field. If but three hundred thousand men 
remain in arms from the previous calls, then' 
will still be eight hundred and fifty thousand 
in the armies gathered to subdue the rebellion. 
It is not possible that these vast and unprec - | 
lented preparations will bear no fruit. Tl e 
Shenandoah valley can be recovered, the Rap- 
pahannock can lie crossed again, and the 
rebels lie driven from every field within reach 
of the Potomac, the Kanawha, the Cumber- 
land and the Tennessee rivers, and the Missis- 
sippi. When this work is again done it must 
be thoroughly done. The reliel force must be 
beaten, and, if possible, lie scattered or cap- 
tured. The second time they are driven 
back toward the heart of the Gulf State3 must 
lie the decisive test, and the crushing move- 
ment, if they are to be crushed. 

It is evident that the attempt to occupy us 
with defensive ideas has hail its effect, and 
that an effort is required to remove some im- 
pression that the relative position of the con- 
tending parties is changed. It is not enough 
that Cincinnati and Philadelphia and Louis- 
ville are pronounced safe. They ought never 
to have la?en in danger. Their nasi defences 
are west of the Potomac, and south of tbe 
Kentucky line. It is time to transfer the the- 
atre of war to the homes of the authors of the

The Sitcation ix Kentucky.— The infor- 1 
mation received from our advancing armies in ' 
Kentucky is gratifying. We learn from Mr. 
O. P. Myers, wbo left Bardstown at nim 
o'clock yesterday morning, that our army ar 
rived at Bardstown on Saturday evening, Gen 
Buell and staff passing through tbat place at 
half-past eight o clock yesterday morning, in 
pursuit of Gen. Bragg's retreating forces. 

A portion of Gen. Crittenden * corps left 
the Bardstown road in the vicinity of Cox's 
Creek and made a flank movement by way of 
Fairfield in the direction of Bardstown, gain- 
ing the turnpike in the vicinity of the toll- 
gate, about two miles this side of Bardstown, 
on Saturday. At this point a detachment from 
the First Ohio Cavalry and Second Kentucky 
Cavalry encountered fifteen hundred Texas 
cavalry, and a sharp skirmish ensued. Tbe 
loss in killed and wounded on both sides was 
about twenty, the casualties being about 
equally divided. As the Federal cavalry were 
overpowered, the rebels succeeded in cutting 
their way through, and made their escape to 
Bardstown. 

It is said that a portion of two companies of 
Colonel Hobson's Thirteenth Kentucky in- 
fintry, who bad been employed as skirmish- 
ers, ventured too far from tbe main army on 
Friday and were captured by the rebel*. 

We learn from Mr. Myers and others that 
Gen. Bragg s force* made a movement from 
Bardstown toward Louisville on Friday morn- 
ing, »«oasting that they would have possession 
of this city by Saturday evening. They re- 
hired to Bardstown, however, on Friday eve- 
ning, and at once commenced the work of 
evacuation. The supply train embraced shoot 
six hundred wagons. From the best informa- 
ton we can gain Bragg s army, which left 
Bardstown on Saturday evening, was com- 
posed of sixty-five regiments, which averaged 
about three hundred men each, numbering 
iwenty thousand men. The rebel army went 
off in the direction of Springfield, announcing 
their determination to make a *tand at Mill 
Creek, four or five miles from Bardstown. It 
is the impression of our commanding officers, 
however, that they will fall back through 
Springfield to Danville, and, in all probability, 
thence to Camp Dick Robinson. 

Mnj. Watts, of Bardstown, of one of the 
Kentucky cavalry regiments, was captured by 
the reMs on Friday, and is now a prisoner 
John Rowden, a rebel captain, was captured 
by our forces on Friday, near Barclay * tavern. 

We learn that the rebels have committed 
many depredations on the Bardstown branch 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. It 
is slid that no less than six bridges on the line 
of the road have been destroyed. 

A man named Crouch, who was formerly 
employed on the Bardstown junction of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, is the rebel 
who took the Federal flag from the Court- 
Jjjj" •» Rardstown and placed the rebel rag 

in the rebel army. 

We have letters from Sbelbyville under date 
of yesterday morning. These letters announce 
tbe arrival of the fifteen refugees from Frank- 
fort who left tbis city for their homes Friday. 

Col. Jacobs s cavalry regiment of Gen. SiWt 
advance, had a skirmish with the rebels at a 
point nine miles beyond Sbelbyville, on Sat- 
urday evening. The rebels lost eight killed, a 
large number wounded, and eighteen prison- 
ers. The Federal cavalry had a few of their 
number wounded. The rebels fled precipi- 
tately. Gen. Dumont s division passed through 
Sbelbyville toward Frankfort yesterday morn- 
ing. 

A train went up on tbs Louisville and 
Frankfort Railroad yesterday to within three 
miles of Eminence, and found all quiet to that 
point. It is the belief in the vicinity of Emi- 
nence that Kirby Smith has collected a force 
of fifteen or twenty thousand rebel troops in 
the vicinity of Hardinsville, and that be in- 
tends to make a desperate stand there against 
Gen. Sill's advancing division. 

The reports we receivo from the three army 
corps moving forward from this city are 
highly gratifying, representing both officers 
and men in the best spirits, indulging a hope 
that they will soon come up with the enemy.

A Lieutenant Commander or a Major shall 
la? exchanged for officers of equal rank, or eight 
privates or common seamen. 

A Lieutenant or a Master in the navy, or a 
t ' a plain in the army or marines, shall l»- ex- 
changed for officers of equal rank, or six pri- 
vates or common seamen. 

Masters mates in the navy, or lieutenants 
and ensigns in the arm v, shall la- exchanged 
for officers of equal rank, or four privates or 
common teamen.

ARTICLE VI. 

The stipulations and provisions aliove men- 
tioned to be of binding obligation during the 
mntinuance of the war, it matters not which 
party may have the surplus of prisoners, the 
great principle involved being: 

1 An equitable exchange of prisoner-, n 
for man, officer for officer, or officers of higher 
grade exchanged for officers of lower grades or 
for privates, according to tbe scale of equiva- 
lents. 

2. That privates and officers ami men of dif- 
ferent services may la? exchanged according 
to the same rule of equivalents. 

3. That all prisoners, of whatsoever arm of 
service, are to he exchanged or paroled in ten 
days from tbe time of their capture, if it be 
practicable to transfer them to their own lines 
in that time; if not, as soou thereafter as prac- 
tnable. 

4. That no officer, soldier, or employee in 
the service of either party is to be considered 
as exchanged and absolved from his parole 
until hit equivalent has actually reached the 
line of his friends. 

■>. That tbe parole forbids the performance of 
field, garrison, police, or guard or constabular 
dulv.

SUPPLEMENTARY ARTICLES. 

ARTICLE VII. 

All prisoners of war now held on eithe 
side, aud all prisoners hereafter taken, shal 
lie sent w ith all reasonable despatch to A. H 
Aikens, below Dutch Gap, on James river, in 
Virginia, or to Vicksburg, in the State of 
Mississippi, and there exchanged or paroled 
until such exchange can lai effected, notice 
laing previously given by each part v of the 
number of prisoners it will send, and the time 
when tbey will be delivered at those point, 
resjasTtively ; and iu case the vicissitudes of 
» ir shall change the military relations of the 
places designated in this article, to the con- 
tending parties, so as to render the same in- 
c> nvenient for the delivery and exchange of 
prisoners, other places, hearing as nearly 
ti- may be the present local relations of 
said plaifs to the lines of said iiarties, 
shall la-, by mutual agreement, substitu- 
tel. But nothing in this article contained 
shall prevent the commanders of tw o opposing 
armies from exchanging prisoners nr releasing 
them on parole at other |a>ints mutually 
agreed on by said commanders. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
foregoing articles of agreement, each party 
w ill appoint two agents, to lie called Agents 
for the Exchange of Prisoners or War, whose 
duty it shall he to communicate with each other 
by correspondence and otherwise, to prepare 
the list of prisoners, to attend to the delieverv 
of the prisoners at the places agreed upon, and 
lo carry out promptly, effectually, and in good 
faith, all tbe details and provisions of the said 
articles of agreement. 

article ix. , 
And in case any misunderstanding shall 
arise in regard to any clause or stipulation in 
tbe foregoing articles, it is mutually agreed 
that such misunderstanding shall not interrupt 
tbe release of prisoners on parole, as herein 
provided, but shall lie made the subject of 
friendly explanations, in order that the object 
'if this agreement may neither be defeated nor 
postponed.

ti. Because he cannot procure horses or 
cqiiiiiage tor his artillery or cavalry, and hence 
these arms of the service are comparatively 
useless to him. 

7. Because all his requests and requisitions 
are neglected or refused, ou account ot which 
his troops are di.-. uuraged ami comparatively 
mt ttn mil. ami many have not been paid for 
six mouths. 

5. Because he cannot expect fair treatment, 
aud because histroo|>s, fur whom he is doubly 
concerued. are made the innocent sufferers on 
his account, ami is piirsuadcd that they would 
fare la-tter under another commander. The 
statement that the regiment was raised ex- 
ptf .--lv for Sigel had not been given him, is 
confirmed by the. testimony of the Governors 
of six States. Governors j'atcs, Todd, Hl.ur. 
Kirkwood, Andrew, and Spragu-, who arc 
anxious to know why this is. and are urging 
Iht authorities to carry out the promise w nicb 
they made at the time the permission to raise 
regiments iu each of their States lor General 
Sigel was given. 

Several Western Governors nrc urging the 
appointment of Hooker to the couiuiaud of 
the I'nion armies in the Mississippi valley 
Judge Lane, of Northern Alabama, ■ here, mmi 
urges, as do all men w ho live in that section 
ofcoiintiy. the iio|a>rtancc of taking posses- 
sion of EiL-t Tciiiies-ee and holding it against 
all rebel comers.

What Constitutes a State. — The New 
York Journal of Commerce says there have 
been going the rounds of the press, for several 
years, varioui extracts from the old poem 
What Constitutes a State ' but most of them 
ue changed or garbled, and none of them, as 
fni as we have noticed, have been credited to 
the real author. This |»Dem was written in 
ITsl, by .sir William Jones, a native of Lon- 
don. The author whs one of the most n 
tuarkable men of that age, an 1 would have 

en distinguished in any era. He was I: 
174ti, lost his father in I74'J. and wils rei 

• his mother, a woman of uncommon en- 
dowments, and exceedingly well fitted for 
atoll a task. He began hi* school education 
•it Harrow, continued it at Oxford, and after- 
tv.ird pursued his studies on the continent. 
He was the finest linguist of his time, and not 
only wrote in the Latin, French, and German 
languages with great precision and elegance, 
but excelled in the Oriental tongues, to which 
he gave years of enthusiastic stnlv. His con- 
tributions to literature from the Arabic, Per- 
sian, and Hindoo jajets, are among the finest 
specimens now extant, the translations having 
aMM pronounced in some a- - sti|*rior to the 
originals. He was a careful student of taw, 
ami in 1 7HJ was appointed Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of Judicature in Bengal, under 
the British East India Company, at which time 
In- rei . ived the honor of knighthood, lie was 
taken sick at Calcutta in 17'J4, and died aftir 
a few days' illness in the 48th year of his age. 
Few men, living or dead, have acquired such 
deserved celebrity in so many different walks 
of life. As a statesman, jurist, philosopher, 
aud poet, he was justly celebrated, and bis 
t iste for belles-lettres gave enthusiasm to all 
his literary pursuits. His prose was far more 
elegant than any specimens of tbe Addisonian 
school, and everything from his |«n gave evi- 
dence of the most profound research. He was 
at once an earnest ad vt rate of reforms, and a 
-tickler for law and order. He stood up bold- 
ly for the rights of the people, and at one 
lime lost caste with the British government 
for his defence of the American Revolution. 
He wrote a most spirited Latin ode to Liberty, 
dedicated to tbe struggling colonists, which 
was hailed as a masteqtieee by all tbe scholars 
of Europe. We have l*:cn at some pains to 
procure a correct copy of the poem named in 
our caption, which we here subjoin. It is 
usually know n by its first line, but we have 
ptctixeil the original title. Alcieus, it will be 
remembered, was a celebrated lyric poet of 
Mitylene, in Lesbos, contemporary with Sap- 
pho, GOO years before the Christian era, whose 
muse was devoted to the praise of liberty, and 
w ho was the iuveutor of Alcaic verses. Tbe 
sentiment of the annexed ode was taken from 
a fragment attributed to Alca-us, which pre- 
faced the |toem when first published

The Battlb or Sharpsrcro — Giseral 
McClellas asd thr Armv — Ixcidexts osi 
the Field.— The battle of Wednesday last, 
near Sharpshurg. is certainly conclusive oif 
the question— whether General McClelbtn is 
com|a-tent to entrust witb the sxmies of 
the Republic. and by consequence 
with itadestmy ? Whatever may be said with 
reference to any battle that has' been fought 
previously by him. there is no room for de- 
bate as to the merit of his splendid generalship 
on this last great occasion. The numbers en- 
gage. I. the olistinacy ot tbe rela-1 troops, the 
trength of their position, and the success of 
urarmy in taking it, are all simply conclu- 
ive as to the military skill requisite for the 
ritieal occasion. But if we add to all this 
the judgment volunteered by the most compe- 
tent military men who have known bim best, 
the implicit reliance plaied Upon Bis talents 
and courage by tbe whole army, from Gen- 
erals to privates, all cavil henceforth ought to 
la- hushed, for no one, not the inost nmsv of 
his carping critics or persistent news|>apef as- 
sailants, questions bis unsullied patriotism. 

No account tbat we have yet read— not even 
the spleudidly written one furnished by the 
speciavl correspondent of the Tribune, and re- 
published by us — exhausts tbe -abject of so 
memorable a struggle. Indeed, like the great 
battle of Waterloo, it is destined to furnish 
material for volumes in years to come, and 
thus we are privileged in adding our quota 
now to what must be said of it, gathered in 
two days' sojourn we made on tbe battle-field. 

The preliminary skirmishing of tbe evening 
l>cfore — Thursday — had given ample warning 
to lajth sides of what was to follow the next 
day. The rebels, driven from South Mountain, 
thirteen miles distant, on Sunday, were close- 
ly followed and watched by McClellan. and 
were approaching the banks of the Potomac 
which runs some three miles to the rear of 
Sharpshurg. which was lo tbe left of their 
centre. The rebel General had halted here, 
well knowing that to pass the Potomac with- 
out annihilation he must make a desperate 
stand in advance. It would never do to at- 
tempt the passage of a broad river, with high 
ami steep hanks, with the formidable artillery 
of McClellan playing upon the rebel hosts at 
such fine, advantage. The rebel ihief must 
attempt to give the national forces a check and 
thereby gain breathing space to quit the toil 
of Maryland, the advance upon which had 
proved so fatal to his hopes. 

Tbe position was certainly well cbosen. It 
was along a plateau interspersed with slight 
depressions, and furnished excellent cover for 
troops in the shape of corn-fields, stone-walls 
nil patches of forest, i >ue or two lanes, or 
'country roads, served them admirably as 
rifle-pits, the rebels kneeling and ftrint; with- 
it exposing more than their heads. The line 
of liattle was some four or hve miles long, a 
portion of Autietam Creek, a stream not 
easily fonlaUe. and crossed by <ul«tantial 
tone bridges, protecting th- ir right largely.

Sumner, finding himself hardly pre-sed in the 
centre, directed French to t barge the enemy 
with his whole force on the left, which was 
done in the most brilliant in. inner and the 
Heights were carried by Kiathall s brigade 
Whilst this was going on tbe enemy ibretr a 
strong force toward French * left flank, which 
was extended in tbat direction to meet I be 
shock, whilst the right changed front to meet 
an attack on the left by a strong odumu of 
the enemy which advanced through tbe inter- 
val where our troops bad been forced hack ia 
that direction.

Previous to this, however, tbe rebels b.nl 
buried many of their own dead upon the dis- 
tant |K>rtitui of the battlefield which they oc- 
cupied alter the battle, probal.lv ut least Ml 
The K-s af the rebels at South Mountain can- 
not Ix- ascertained with accuracy, but as our 
troops drove theui from the commencement of 
the action, and as a much greater number of 
their dead was seen on Ihe held than of our 
own men it is not unreasonable to supposc 
that their loss was greater than ours. Esti- 
mating their killed at .'Kill, the total rebels 
killed iu the two battles would be 4,t><>0. Ac- 
cording to the ratio of our own killed ami 
wounded, this would mike their loss in 
wounded 18.742. As nearly as can lie di tcr- 
uiiiicd at this time, the number of prisoner- 
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mr troops in the two Iwttles will, ut 
t estimate, amount to "tin. 
n tiii lis will no doubt Ad I larger 
f these. Alaiut I. Jimi are wounded, 
me a rela-l loso in killed, wounded, 
lers of l&rBatt. It will la- observed 
that this does not include their ftragglers, the 
number of whom is said to be by citizens very 
large. It may be safely concluded, there- 
fore, that the rela-l army lost at least 
jit.tttto of their la-st troops. ' From the time 
our troops fir-t encountered the enemv in Ma- 
ryland until he was driven back into Virginia, 
we captured thirteen guus, seven caissons 
and nine limbers, two field forges, two i ais-un 
liodies, three colors, and oue signal Hag. 

We have not lost a single gun or a color on 
HM l..iltk-ti.M of Antietam. MawM small 
arms were collected, latsides the large number 
ciri ied off by citizens aud those distributed 
on the ground to recruits and other unarmed 
men. 

Alter the lmttle of South Mountain no col- 
lection of small anus was made, owing to the 
haste of the pursuit from that point. Four 
hundred were taken from the opposite side of 
the Potomac.

Hum.-, is not more closely associated with 
Ayr, or Scott with Abbot-ford, or Shake- 
MM with Stratford, than is Washington Ir- 
ving with Tarrytown. Here he spent his 
m.it ir. r years aud old age, aud here, amid the 
iilb-t tiouate regrets of every one, is the place 
he breathed his last. All* who attended his 
lulu nil will remember that exquisite dav 
w hen, as if in kindly remembrance of the 
event, the cold and icy wimls of December re- 
ined, ami it seemed us if spring ha<l come 
again. 

Washington Irving's grave is in the 
and more modern |mrtof the cemetery, 
lower part, near the old church, contains the 
di ad of revolutionary times. The Irving fhm- 
Ut lie in a row of graves, the burial lot lieing 
.surrounded with a gieen hedge. Thick, low, 
u lute -labs, each exactly similar to the other, 
nlonemark the graves. There is no preten- 
tious monument. The father and mother of 
thr Irving lie side by side, their tomb-stones 
1 -caring these inscriptions — 
"William Irvixii— Died October |io7. 

aged 70 years. 1 month ami II lavs 
"Sarah SAXoras. wife of William Irving— 

Ma| April !», 1*17, aged 7H years, II months 

and 1". davs." 

N. vt to these, at the foot of the whitest 
stone, lies the freshest grave. It is tbe grave 
that was o|iened and closed on that sweet— 
that almost unnaturally sweet— December day, 
and tin- pure white stone bears these words:" 
Washisutov. 
Son of William and Sarah S. P. Irving, 
Died November 'J8, ld.'iO, aged 70 years, 2 mos. 
and 'J"i days. 
Some friendly hand has thrown a wreath of 
immortelles upon the grave. The gate that 
leads to the burial lot is open, as if it were of- 
ten visited, and the morning sunlight flickers 
in checkered piny upon the gross and tomb- 
stones ts it fillers tremblingly through the 
leaves- ev. r\ thing uuiet aud serene, like the 
ill calm death and gentle soul 
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renewed with great fury, tbe rei 
charged on every side. Richardson s Division 
was fresh ami unbroken, and at this point of 
the lines, captured nine rebel nags, took some 
eight hundred prisoners, and alaiut one thou- 
sand stand of arms. After occupying all tbeir 
i and pushing them buck some three- 
of a mile to the rear of where the lait- 
first begun, the troops bivouacked on the 
field. Comprised in this |>>rtion of tbe battle- 
field, there was a long lane, w ith a clover held 
on one side and a corn held on the other; 
and in this lane tbe rebels were actually piled 
upon one another by tbe riflemen of Kim- 
hall s brigade, most of them U-ing shot in the 
head. Except at the bridge across the Aatic- 
tam, carried by Burnable, no more desperate 
fighting appears to have la-en done in the tied 
than along Ihe crest of this hill which this line 
traversed. It being on an arerage some three 
or four feet deep, it formed an excellent cover 
for the enemy, although a retreat across tbe 
ground to the rear exposed them to severe 

On the left, where Burnside commanded, 
tbe attempt to take tbe bridge was attended 
with terrible loss, our side leaving some four 
hundred ou the ground; ami after gaining the 
crest of tbe hill, they found the enemy in such 
heavy force ou both flanks as well as in front, 
that having no adequate supports they were 
obliged to tall back again. Tbe enemy held 
their own here until the general retreat the 
next day. It was in this advance that tbe 
lamented Col. Kingsbury fell. 

Upon walking over the field so hotly con- 
tested, the evidences abound, especially near 
the centre and the right of tbe centre of our 
lines, of the terrible carnage that occurred. 
Amongst our forces where the brigades men- 
tioned charged over the crest of the bills aad 
were repulsed from the Woods, the slaughter 
was most fearful, tbe cnumd. as far as liodies 
could be distinguished, being thickly strewn 
with them. To the left of where Cape Frank s 
battery of French s division was stationed — 
one of the most effective volunteer bauenes 
in the service — a large group of dead horses 
attracted attention. Wounded and turned 
loose at different points where the fight was 
the hottest in this part of the field, they had 
herded together in their affright and pain, to 
perish in every attitude that makes the pic- 
turesque in a field of liattle. One, especially, 
looked as if in the act of rising up once more 
to take part in the strife. Ou all sides was 
abundant evidence of the olistinacy of the 
struggle in the impromptu breastworks which 
alajunded. Wherever a few panels of fence 
afforded opportunity to do so. these were 
thrown down and then piled thickly together, 
perhaps two feet high, and trom benindtbem, 
and to tbe last moment possible, the rebels 
p.. ure. I forth a deadly fire on their assailaats. 
Small ledges of rocks also along the bill-side 
which de-fended to tbe wraais, so fatal to our 
advance, served for shelter at every few steps, 
and whilst tbe shot and shell from our batte- 
ries, as tbey gained tbe crest of tbe hill, tore 
the trees to fragments over their hewaa, it was 
v ery hard to dislodge ihem except by aa ac- 
tual charge through, which ended in strewing 
the whole neighborhood with tbeir killed. A 
brick school-house, on a slight knoll in front 
of the woods, was riddled with shot and shell. 
To the rear of this piece of woods a splendid 
steel gun was left by the rebels, a shot having 
slightly injured one of the axles. 

Passing back again, through the woods, two 
rebel Colonels and one Brigadier were found 
on the ground, and interspersed with the mul- 
titudes of their fallen were »o many of those 
iu the national uniform that at a giance ooe 
might see how fearful was tbe cost of tbe vic- 
tory. I'pon one tlead laxly was found a large 
black dog, dead also from some chance shot 
vv Inch had struck him whilst stretched upon 
Ins master s corpse caressingly, his fore-paws 
across the man s breast. Ride where one 
might for a space of perhaps a mile and a half 
in width in places, and four or five miles ia 
length, the dead were on every side inter- 
spersed with tbe arms tbat hid fallen from 
(hew ham!-. Shattered cannon wheels aad 
caissons and enormous quantities of round 
shot and i-onical shell gave more evidence of 
the deadly storm that bad come with destruc- 
tion in its track. 

Sbarnsburg, a little village through which 
runs the turnpike from Roonsl-oro' to the river, 
was sadly cut up. almost every house in it giv- 
ing proof of the terrible force of the missiles 
which were rained upon it so abundantly. 
I hud horses, too. were scattered around to 
make the scene afforded more revolting if pos- 
sible, whilst Ihe excitement of tbe occasion 
was painfully apparent in the faces of its in- 
habitants, such of them as bad ventured to 
stav. 

Following the retreat of the rebels toward 
the She |cinlstow n Ferry, a large amount of 
abandoned baggage within sight of it told of 
llieir haste to get off from the soil of Mary- 
land, us well as of tbeir own squalor and pov- 
erty, dirty blankets and coverlets, ragged 
knapsacks, haversacks, ami trunks, which our 
men were kicking aliout, almost afraid to 
touch, forming the staple of their squalid 
heaps. Some few books and a vast quantity 
of badly gotten up letters from kiatolks ia 
Florida, South Carolina, and other rebel 
States, were left to Ihe curious in such mat- 
ters, our troops amusing themselves in scan- 
ning Ihem. With a glass tbe rear of the rehel 
forces was descernible on the other shle, al- 
though not in large masses, and Ihe reports of 
tbe cannon close by, and th* sight aad noise 
of bursting shell on the other side, told how 
narrow- w as the es. .i|a- the reta-ls had made 
from tbe fon-es in pursuit. 

Itetiirniiig to the field again and looking 
into th- houses and barns .1 the n. ighlairhoo.1, 
sights were seen calculated to liarrow the 
hearts of tbe most hardened in such scenes. 
We came to the great barn and stark of wheat 
straw of tbe Rulette farm, and here might 
have baen seen lying in tbe straw a large num- 
lier of wounded relads hardly vet ttiBHaJ of 
the kindness of their captors, although tbeir 
wounds hail lieen dressed, and all had been 
done for Ihem which the circumstances of the 
rase permitted. The great cry was for water, 
and it was a sail reflection as one filled their 
canteens and put them to white feverish lips, 
that another day would place them beyond 
the want of it. 

Returning to the unfortunate group the next 
morning, we found that several of them were 
lead, those capable of being moved having 
Teen taken to more comfortable q 
where one might, in every place 1 
tbe slightest .-hanee of shelter. Ihe wounded of I 
the battle-field were found.
